Gov. Jimmy Carter Elected President

presidency today in a pattern- 
shattering election.

Ford Wins Calfornia 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Democrat Jimmy Carter, 
declared nationally the next president of the United 
States, today was narrowly defeated by President Ford 
in California in a cliffhanger race that had seesawed 
since the Tuesday election. 
With 93 per cent of the precincts counted in heavily 
Democratic California, unofficial figures showed Ford 
edging Carter by 21.891 votes—3,515,252 to 3,493.361.

MacBride 
and

Independent nominee Lester Maddox each compiled less 
than I per cent. 
First-term Democrat Sen. John V. Tunney, 42, who 
admittedly failed to keep his political fences properly 
mended back home, was turned out in a very close 
contest by Republican challeger S.I. Hayakawa, the 
retired hard-line university president who made his first 
run for political office at age 70.

Mrs. Keys had been criticized severely in Kansas for 
her marriage last January to Jacobs. Her opponent, 
Republican Ross Freeman, questioned whether she 
could give her full loyalty to Kansas with a husband 
from Indiana, and some of the campaign literature 
referred to her as the “Congresswoman from Indiana.” 
But Jacobs’ opponent made no issue of the marriage 
— prompting many women's rights advocates to 
complain about a “double standard.” 
Jacobs, an Indianapolis attorney, handily defeated 
challenger Lawrence Buell. Mrs. Keys’ victory was 
narrower. Jacobs interrupted his own campaign in mid- 
October to go to Kansas to help her. 
Mrs. Keys, who will start her second term in January, 
is the only woman member of the House Ways and 
Means Committee. Jacobs now begins his sixth term 
and his second since since returning to the House after a 
two-year interruption.

—Ohio was so close that at 6:30 a.rn it still was a 
toss-up— with 4 million votes in, it was 49-49 and Carter

Prentice practiced law in Jeffersonville 
before election in 1970 to the state's highest court 
Garrard practiced law in Warsaw and was a deputy 
prosecuting attorney in Kosciusko County. Late totals 
showed only Kosciusko County voting to remove him.

In spite of the widespread use of automatic dishwashers and 
their recognized advantages in saving time as well as providing 
better cleaning and sanitation, billions of dishes are still washed 
by hand. 
On a day to day basis the mound may not get completely out of 
hand, but time and effort can be saved by selecting supplies and 
determining washing procedures that ensure quick but sanitary 
dishwashing. 
Check out your techniques and possibly you will find a better 
way to handle this necessary chore. 
For instance, clean-up can 
often 
begin during meal 
preparation and service. While the food is cooking, already used 
utensils, bowls and pans can be quickly washed in a pan of hot 
suds, rinsed, dried and put away. If this is done in spare 
moments the kitchen looks neater, there is more room for 
serving, and that much less to do after mealtime. 
Last minute cooking pans and utensils can soak during 
mealtime. Scrape out loose food and wipe excess grease with a 
paper towel first. This way, food particles will not have a chance 
to harden further, and soaking will soften crusty material 
making it easier to remove. Use hot sudsy water to soak pans 
used to cook greasy and sugary foods Soak egg, milk and 
starchy soiled items in cold water and detergent to eliminate the 
possibility of setting the soil. 
After the meal, pour or drain off the solution and stack the 
cookware. 
An orderly work pattern simplifies and speeds up dish­ 
washing. Scrape, rinse, and stack dirty dishes to one side of the 
sink. Group dishes of the same size and place items in order of 
washing. Those going in first should be easiest to reach. This not 
only moves things along faster, but there is less chance of 
breakage due to reaching over or around. 
Before adding dishes, get the wash water ready. Use an ample 
amount of detergent or soap in the dishpan or sink and water 
that is comfortably hot to hands. Add the detergent or soap after 
the sink is filled with water. Swish to mix. This way you don’t 
have to be elbow deep in bubbles when you start the dish­ 
washing! 
The general rule for hand dishwashing is to wash from lightest 
to heaviest soiled items. Thus the work order is: glassware, 
silverware, eating dishes, serving dishes, baking dishes and 
finally pots and pnas. As dishes are washed, the solution 
becomes greasy and dirty. Wash water should be changed when 
necessary to be sure all items are properly cleaned. 
Thorough rinsing in hot water is important. For economical 
use of water, the dip rinse is recommended Simply dip dishes 
into hot water in a separate dishpan or sink. Change water when 
suds are visible. Rinsing under hot running water is faster. Still, 
to conserve water, wash several items, then turn on the faucet 
and rinse. Repeat this process. A third alternative is the spray 
rinse. Dishes can be sprayed individually or stacked after 
washing and sprayed all at once. Glassware is an exception 
here. Glasses need to be rinsed inside and out. 
After washing and rinsing, place clean dishes on the opposite 
side of the sink from those still to be washed It is usually helpful 
to direct the work flow toward the dish storage area as much as 
possible. So, if dishes are stored on the right, work from the left 
to the right. This saves steps, motions and time. 
A drain rack is useful, especially if dishes are to be air dried. 
Towel drying is sometimes necessary due to space limitations. 
Also, towel drying glassware and silverware removes water 
droplets which can spot, particularly in hard water areas. 
Always use a clean dish towel!

November has been dedicated as the National 
Retarded Citizens Month in the United States. What 
people fail to realize is that although mental retar­ 
dation has no complete cure, there are ways to 
prevent and reduce occurrences of retardation. 
The Rush County Association for Retarded Citizens 
is conducting a public education program to help 
local residents learn what they can do to help reduce 
the number of babies born mentally retarded. 
There are more than 200 known causes of mental 
retardation, including poor nutrition, injuries at 
birth, infectious toxic conditions and genetic or 
inherited factors. It affects people from all walks of 
life and all socio-economic groups. However, because 
of limited quality treatment, service, and medical 
care, it occurs more frequently in disadvantaged 
families. 
Mental retardation stemming from some causes 
can be prevented. Many people do not realize this. 
In addition, early detection, diagnosis and treat­ 
ment especially in die first four years of a child’s life, 
can significantly lessen debilitating effects of mental 
retardation. 
There are certain steps that can be taken to reduce 
the possibility of retardation in families. Tips 
recommended by the National Association for 
Retarded Citizens are many. And more people should 
be aware of them. 
Among those tips are: eat a balanced diet. Sup­ 
plement that diet with nutrients if your doctor advises 
you to do so. Seek genetic counseling before becoming 
pregnant if there is any abnormality in either 
parent’s family, or if you already have a child 
diagnosed as mentally retarded. 
Use parent planning or family education services, 
especially in pregnancies occurring in women 
younger than 16 and older than 39. Risks are 
minimized in pregancies between the ages of 20 and 
35. 
If blood tests at any time indicate veneral disease 
for either mother or father, get treatment im­ 
mediately. 
Ensure against results of untreated kidney or 
bladder infections, thyroid disease, and diabetes 
through proper medical care during pregnancy. 
These diseased often have few or no symptoms, but 
can cause abnormalities in babies. 
Guard against rubella that may be severly 
damaging to the unborn baby when contracted by the 
mother during the early months of pregnancy. 
By all means avoid all drugs during pregnancy 
except those prescribed by your doctor. Certain drugs 
may cause deformities and some otherwise harmless 
drugs, combining with others may cause serious 
defects. Included in that area should be the avoidance 
of smoking and alcoholic beverage consumption. 
These items listed are all warnings that should be 
closely followed 
durihg 
the 
pregnancy. 
Other 
guidelines are listed for the child after birth. For

It turns out that during a recent 15-month 
period, the government spent $11.4 billion 
less than it had estimated it would spend.

President Ford says it is the chief cause 
use of inflation and therefore bad He based 
much of his election campaign on the claim 
that he would hold down spending while 
Jimmy Carter would increase it. 
When Congress was debating the federal 
budget for fiscal year 1977, which began Oct. 
I, Ford proposed $394 billion, but Democrats 
in Congress said this wouldn’t provide 
enough “stimulous" for the economy or 
create enough jobs They raised the figure 
by $19 billion, to $413 billion 
The 15-months during which the shortfall 
occurred ran from July I, 1975, to Sept 30, 
1976 — in other words, all of fiscal 1976 and 
the “transition quarter" the government 
inserted in order to shift the start of the

fiscal year to Oct. I. The estim ate which 
turned out $11.4 billion too high, had been 
made by the administration last January. 
Apparently there were many reasons. 
The government spent $3.6 billion less on 
defense than 
it 
planned. 
According 
to 
officials, part of this was because the Navy 
thought Congress would reject some of its 
shipbuilding proposals; Congress surprised 
the Navy and approved them , then the Navy 
wasn’t ready to immediately start the ships. 
The government 
simply overestimated 
many programs over which it has little 
control, such as food stamps, agricultural 
price supports and the rate at which states 
would call for federal highway money. It 
underestimated receipts from s e l l i n g 
offshore oil leases. 
Some of the shortfall merely involves a 
delay in spending, shifting it to a future 
year. In the case of overestimates the 
money will never be spent. 
One obvious conclusion to jump to is that 
government agencies simply inflate their 
estimates, expecting that Congress will cut 
them down. A Senate Budget Committee 
staffer 
said 
he 
was 
not 
making 
this 
accusation and assumed the estimates were 
in good faith. 
An administration official said agencies 
don’t exactly “pad” their estimates, but do 
prepare them with what he called "a 
pervasive biasness’’ that may have resulted 
in overestimation. 
This isn’t the first time something like this 
has happened. In 1974, g o v e r n m e n t 
expenditures were $6.5 billion lower than 
estimated. In 1975, they were $11.5 billion 
higher. 
It isn t clear what Congress will do about 
the shortfall when it returns in January. If 
the economy isn t doing well then, the 
Senate Budget Committee is talking about 
adding more stimulus, probably through a 
new tax cut

WASHINGTON (UPI) - More than in any 
previous campaign, the candidates this year 
have been bothered by pedaloralitis, a 
political malady commonly known as foot- 
inmouth disease. 
At first, the outbreak was pretty well 
confined to the presidential candidates. But 
now there are signs it is spreading to the 
vice presidential level. 
Seeking to learn more about the strange 
affliction, I had a talk with one of the 
nation’s leading pedaloral s p e c i a l i s t s . 
Following is a transcript of the interview: 
Q. What are the main symptoms of foot-in- 
mouth disease? 
A. The most common symptom is a rash 
of retractions and clarifications. Anytime 
you find a candidate giving multiple choice 
answers to true-or-false questions, it’s a 
good sign he is suffering from pedaloralitis. 
Q. 
What 
happens 
when 
a 
candidate 
contracts the disease? 
A. Pedaloralitis effects the papillae of the 
tongue. These are the small projections that 
give the top of the tongue its roughness. One 
of the functions of papillae is to keep the 
tongue from slipping 
They work on a 
principle sim ilar to spikes on golf shoes. 
When a 
politirian has 
an 
attack 
of 
pedaloralitis, the papillae become worn 
down, causing the top of the tongue to get 
smooth and slippery. Aa a result, he has a 
lot of slipt. 
Q. What causes the papillae to erode? 


A. Papillae erosion is caused by friction 
created by the candidate putting his foot in 
his mouth. 
A Is pedaloralitis contagious? 
Q. As best we can tell, there is a germ of 
pedaloralitis in almost every campaign 
issue. In some issues, it remains dormant. 
But if it is activated, that issue then 
becomes a carrier and any candidate who 
touches it is likely to become infected. 
Q. Can you give us an example of a 
carrier? 


A. 
We suspect pedaloralitis 
is 
being 
spread by the issue of whether the United 
States would go to the aid of Yugoslavia in 
event of a Soviet invasion. 
When Jimmy Carter came in contact with 
it, he apparently put his foot in his mouth 
. Then when Sen. Robert Dole, the Republican 
vice presidential candidate, seized upon 
Carter's slip, he also wound up with a mouth 
full of foot. 
Q. Can pedaloralitis be prevented-' 
A The only sure way to prevent it is to 
sidestep the issues 
If an issue can’t be 
dodged, it should he straddled That at least 
makes the case less severe. 
If neither sidestepping nor straddling is 
possible, the best treatment for pedaloralitis 
is 
a 
liberal 
application 
of 
platitudes 
Q. 
Is 
pedaloralitis 
ever 
fatal? 
A. It can be if only one candidate catches 
it. But usually his opponent gets it, too, and 
the two cases tend to neutralize each other

Cemetery Rituals

NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - Each year on 
this day, south Louisiana families pack a 
picnic lunch, toss a few garden tools in the 
back of the stationwagon and bundle up the 
children for a visit to the ancestrial burial 
ground 
Catholics today celebrate All Saints Day 
and in South Louisiana families celebrate 
the religious holiday by visiting family 
crypts to trim grass plots, plant bulbs for 
spring flowers and scrub gravestones. 
The Orleans Archdiocese, which operates 
many of New Orleans’ "Cities of the Dead" 
cemeteries, 
opens 
the 
graveyards 
for 
extended hours on All Saints1 Day, a feast 
day to honor all saints, and All Souls’ Day 
Tuesday, a day of prayer for the souls of the 
dead 
The yearly ritual often means a visit with 
the family whose tomb is "next door.’’ 
“The care and maintenance of individual 
plots and tombs is the responsibility of the 
family, which purchased or inherited the 
burial rights,” said the Rev Raymond A 


Wegmann, director of the archdiocesan 
cemeteries 
Most old New Orleans’ families own 
above-ground mausoleums r e s e m b l i n g 
miniature townhouses, where their ancestors 
are entombed and where present family 
members someday will be buried. 
The tombs, some over six feet high, can 
accommodate a half dozen bodies or more. 
The remains eventually decay making room 
for the entombment of the next generation. 
But Wegmann said changes in society are 
threatening the traditional New Orleans 
family vaults 
“The high mobility of our society and the 
fact that family lines do die out are but two 
of the reasons which cause burial plots and 
tombs to be abandoned.’’ he said. 
Several months ago, the city building 
inspector condemned sections of historic St. 
Louis Cemetery No 2. Inspector Ed Robin 
said sections of wall vaults had crumbled, 
exposing human remains He ordered the 
archdiocese to repair the walls or tear them 
down

from Chairman Herman E Tlmadge, D-Ga., 
of the Senate Agriculture Committee, Senate 
farm aides have begun drafting a proposed 
new farm 
bill which would base crop 
supports on farm ers’ production costs. 
The draft, which presumably will be used 
as a framework for committee decisions on 
the actual shape of a new farm law next 
year, reportedly would set support “target 
prices" for grains and cotton at the full cost 
of production 
Crop loan 
ratea, which 
are used in 
combination with the target price system, 
would be pegged at about 80 per cent of 
production coats in the preliminary draft 
proposal, sources said. 
Senate experts warned, however, that it 
was too early to indicate specifically what 
this plan would mean to farmers and 
consumers in terms of actual price floors. 
Calculating production costa on a nationwide 
basis for farm crops is a tricky exercise 
with a great deal of room for disagreement 
on some major details, one specialist noted 
The twin target and loan support plan, 
which was written into farm law in a 1973 
act, would be retained without change in 
Taimadge’s draft bill. 
Under this plan, the A g r i c u l t u r e 
Department announces a basic crop loan 
floor and a support target for wheat, corn 
and other major crops. The loan serves to 
set a basic floor under open markets 
because farm ers, if they find the market

weak, can hold their crops off the market by 
pledging them as collateral for support 
loans 
The target prices, in all cases, are set 
above the loan. If market prices at the end 
of a season average below the target, the 
government gives farmers a direct payment 
to cover the gap between market and target 
levels. 


This year, for example, the wheat target 
price set under a rigid formula in the 1973 
law is $2.29 a bushel. The wheat crop loan 
was initially set 
at $150 a bushel but 
recently 
was 
raised 
— 
under 
strong 
pressure from farmers — to $2.25 a bushel 
The 1973 law is effective through the 1977 
crop season. The new law which Congress 
will try to pass early next year will apply to 
1978 and later crops — and that is one of the 
problems facing Senate aides drafting a 
proposed new bill.

not only 
full 
of 
variables but are 
currently available only 
for 1974, although 1975 figures will soon be 
available. But the new law must deal with 
1978, and even if actual figures for that year 
do 
not 
have 
to

following year, no hard estimates will be 
available and some way would have to be 
found 
to 
project 
probable 
costs 
If that problem is satisfactorily solved, 
Congress would still have to agree on just 
what the cost of production means.

MONMOUTH, 111 
(UPI) - In the tiny 
bavarian village of L o c h h a u s e n e r , 
Monmouth banker Ray Beilis is a hero 
“The super honest American’’ they called 
him 
in 
German 
Bavaria’s 
newspaper 
headlines when he returned s priceless gold 
and-silver necklace belonging to the town’s 
Oak Rifle Club. 
The necklace — a traveling trophy for the 
club's leading marksmen — disappeared as 
World War II Army units swept through the 
little village in the Alps near Nuerenberg. 
No one in Lochhausener thought it would 
ever be seen again 
But then they didn't know what sort of 
man Hay Beilis is. 
"Ever since I picked it up more than 30 
years ago, I knew that I would return it to 
the proper owners sooner or later,” said 
Beilis 
“I had many offers 
from coin 
collectors, who wanted lo pay upwards of a 
few thousand dollars 
‘ But I always turned them down. In the 
back of my mind I knew I was going to 
return it In the end ” 
A W year old vice president and cashier of 


the Monmouth Trust & Savings Bank today, 
Beilis was a young GI in the 208th Field 
Artillery — supporting the U.S. division that 
overran Munich in the dying days of the war 
— when he came upon the necklace in 1945 
“ I bought it off an infantryman who got 
tired of carrying it around," he said. “I 
honestly can’t remember what I paid ... but 
it was a nominal sum ’* 


The necklace is made of rare and valuable 
German 
gold 
and 
silver 
coins 
a n d 
medallions — some dating back to the 14th 
century — on silver chains. It is richly 
engraved with animal heads and hunting 
symbols and weighs more than eight pounds. 
Beilis brought it home when the war ended 
and thought off and on about trying to trace 
the proper owners, 
A German woman, who married another 
GI and settled in Illinois, took a look at the 
necklace and identified it as an emblem of a 
hunting or rifle club, 
“We went back to Euro^t four years ago 
as tourists, and that's when I made up my 
mind to really try and find the owners

Tony Orlando Really 
Enjoys His Success 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — Tony 
Orlando enjoys his success as 
much as any television star in 
Hollywood 
because 
he 
has 
never forgotten the bad old 
days. 
Earlier this year he moved 
into a huge two-story tradition 
a1 house in Brentwood. But he 
still 
recalls 
the 
one-room 
apartment in the Bronx where 
he and his wife, Elaine, used 
snack trays for a dining room. 
Now the Orlandos, married 13 
years, have five bedrooms, a 
den, guest house, swimming 
pool and an acre and a half of 
trees and manicured lawn. 
The house is a 
beautiful 
mixture of used brick 
and 
highly polished old woods. The 
living room is best described as 
formal in the tradition of early 
White House. 
The family room, on 
the 
other hand, is invitingly com­ 
fortable, with sink-in couches. 
The furniture is casual, and 
visitors are invited to prop up 
their feet and relax. 
Tony’s den is filled 
with 
record 
albums, 
tapes 
and 
books. His pride and joy is an 
extensive stereo system for 
both records and tapes. 
The couple met during a rock 
’n’ roll show at the Brooklyn 
Fox theater when Tony was 
only 16. Today he is 32 and 
Elaine is 36. 
Tony and Elaine are newcom 
ers to California, arriving here 
two years ago when the singer 
signed for the CBS-TV summer 
show. 
They 
chose 
to 
live 
in 
Brentwood rather than more 
fashionable Bel Air or Beverly 
Hills because, as Tony explains 
it, “the kids can play in the 
street like they do in other 
communities. 


“Beverly Hills and Bel Air 
look like movie sets — you 
know, those false fronts with 
nothing behind the facade.” 
The Orlandos have a young 
woman in to help. Tony could 
afford a staff or servants now 
but says Elaine can’t accustom 
herself 
to 
housekeepers 
or 
servants. 
Tony likes to say he and 
Elaine 
have 
a 
traditonal 
marriage. He calls her his 
“bionic woman” because she is 
the chief source of his strength. 
She advises him on his career 
but is content to play the role 
of fulltime wife and mother. 
Elaine shines in the kitchen. 
Her specialty is spaghetti and 
meat balls But Tony, who once 
weighed 
267 
pounds, 
limits 
himself to spaghetti only two or 
three times a month. 
Now down to a relatively slim 
166 pounds, he sticks to proteins 
— lots of steak, 
fish 
and 
poultry, which he barbecues 
himself. 
Because he had so much free 
time in the lean days before 
striking it rich, Tony has no 
leisure hobbies. Work is his 
principle relaxation. 
"I relax more when I work 
than 
during 
free 
time 
at 
home,” he says. “When I’m 
around the house I get jittery.” 
He swims only occasionally 
and plays some paddle tennis 
with Jon and Kenny on the 
family court. 
The Orlandos 
entertain sparingly. When they 
do have friends in for dinner 
more than likely the company 
will be Freddie Prinze and his 
wife or Bob Rosario, Tony’s 
musical conductor. 
Tony normally g:ets to (JBS at 
9 o’clock each working morning 
and remains at rehearsal until 
ll p.m. six days a week. The 


show is taped on Friday nights. 
Tony is rarely home for dinner 
or lunch. At the noon break he 
usually 
sends out for non­ 
fattening Chinese food.

sion of warranty supervisor and 
veteran mechanic Reg Melling. 
The idea was that they could 
process warranty claims from 
owners of new cars better and 
faster if they knew a carbure­ 
tor from a cigaret lighter. 


Melling says that when they 
started none of the women,

“ We showed them an engine 
and said this is a piston, it goes 
up and dow n,” he recalled.

advanced to carburetors, bra­ 
kes, 
manual 
transmissions, 
points, bearings, timing, valve 
adjustments. They learned the 
use of tools, the substitution of 
parts and finally did a complete 
engine overhaul.

“I was always a kind of 
tomboy,” she said. “My brother 
was a whiz at cars when he 
was in high school. He was 
born with a wrench in his hand.

playing with dolls and that kind 
of thing.” 


Mrs. Bunn has become so 
proficient that she is going on 
to college in hopes of becoming 
an automotive engineer. 


The knowledge 
about

innards of cars has been so 
successful that the women can

None of them, 
however, aspires to be a full­ 
time, regular automobile me­ 
chanic. 


“They are really good,” says 
Melling. “But I can understand 
their not wanting to go into 
being a mechanic. Some of the 
work involves some very heavy 
lifting, such as removing a 
cylinder head. And it’s a very 
competitive business in which 
men have an instinctive edge.”

Hockey Star 
Orr Considering Retirement After Injury News 


TORONTO (UPI) — Bobby 
Orr has permanently damaged 
his left knee and his doctor said 
that 
“with 
only 
a 
certain 
number of miles left in the 
knee,” the superstar defense- 
man is now considering retiring 
from the game. 
The 28-year-old Orr, who has 
won more awards than any 
other player in National Hockey 
League 
history, 
has 
been 
ordered to rest his knee for at 
least two weeks. Doctors will 
examine it again then. 
Orr underwent another ar­ 
throscopy-flushing out of the 
joint—at Toronto General Hos­ 
pital Tuesday for removal of 
pieces of cartilege and tissue 
that had broken away from the 
lining of the knee joint. 
“The joint is permanently 
dam aged.” said Dr. John 


The bone in hockey superstar Bobby Orr’s left knee 
has degenerated and will continue to do so as long as 
he plays hockey, a doctor in Toronto said. The doctor 
said Orr has considered leaving hockey, but has not 
reached a decision.

Maravich 
Leads Jazz 
To Win 
Pete Maravich never felt 
worse. 
Forget the 43 points he scored 
Tuesday night as the New 
Orleans Jazz handed the Boston 
Celtics their first loss of the 
season, 115-97. Call the doctor. 
“I’ve got to go take some 
blood tests," the 28-year-old 
New Orleans guard said. “I feel 
very tired out there. It’s not the 
minutes I played, because I felt 
completely dead from the first 
minute on.” 
Despite his physical problem. 
Maravich scored 17 points in 
the first half to help the Jazz 
take a 48-45 lead Boston moved 
ahead. 
34-29, 
early 
in 
the 
second quarter, but the Celtics 
managed to hit only 28 per cent 
of their shots during the rest of 
the quarter and the Jazz took a 
lead they never gave up 
New Orleans increased its 
lead in the second half as 
Maravich. who entered 
the 
game as the NBA's leading 
scorer with a 30 7 average, 
scored IO points in the third 
quarter and 16 more in the final 
period 
Maravich's 
main 
concern 
after the game, however, was 
his health He said he missed 
many shots he should have 
made 
“They’re gonna put me on 
salt tablets for a few days and 
I'll see how that works out But 
I'm definitely going to find out 
what's the problem.” 
The defeat was Boston’s first 
in five games and the victory 
improved New Orleans’ record 
to 4 2 
Dave Cowens led Boston with 
30 points on 15 field goals 
In other NBA games, Mil­ 
waukee beat Seattle, 125-113, 
Golden State downed Detroit, 
111-98, and Portland defeated 
Atlanta, 129-116. 


Palmer, Orr’s physician. “The 
knee now has only a certain 
number of miles left in it and 
it's up to him to decide how 
he’s going to se those miles.” 
Dr. Palmer said Orr, who 
signed a $3 million contract 
with the Chicago Black Hawks 
last June after IO seasons with 
the Boston Bruins, has been 
“considering 
leaving hockey 
but 
hasn’t 
yet 
reached 
a 
decision.” 
The doctor said “if he wants 
to carry on playing, with the 
odd flushing out of the joint, 
we’ll be happy to do this for 
him.” But, he warned, if Orr 
continues playing hockey his 
knee will get worse. 
He said the left knee has 
already suffered such severe 
damage that “it will cause 
varying problems later on.” He 


acknowledged 
there 
was 
a 
danger the knee—operated on 
five times—could become per­ 
manently stiff. 
The doctor said Orr had been 
suffering considerable pain in 
recent weeks and that his knee 
had been “catching on him, 
locking on him, giving w ay- 
just not functioning at all.” 
He said if Orr decided to 
continue his illustrious hockey 
career it was imperative that 
he reduce both the number of 
games and practice sessions. 
Dr. Palmer said Orr’s knee 
was afflicted by “degenerative 
arthritis caused by injury” and 
differed from the more com­ 
mon spontaneous inflamation of 
joints suffered by many per­ 
sons. 
He said in the arthroscopy 
performed Tuesday a lighted 


instrument was inserted into 
the knee joint and revealed thai 
fragments of cartilege 
had 
worn away from the lining ol 
the bone. 
"This reflects a degeneration 
of the bone in the knee,” he 
said. 
“The knee has been 
worsening by the use of it in 
hockey. Playing hockey will 
add to the wear and tear on the 
joint.” 
Dr. Palmer said he was 
disappointed by the deteriora 
tion. 


“I had thought at the time of 
the last arthoscopy, about six 
months ago, that there would 
be the possibility he could be 
able to play for a few years, 
but 
this 
now 
has 
to 
be 
modified,” he said. The doctor 
could not say whether Orr 


would be able to play for even 
a year or two. 
He said Orr was “concerned 
but optimistic” about the turn 
for the worse. He said Orr had 
been buoyed by his playing
